These matters are some­ 
what involved and technical, so that 
It I* wise to take the contract to his 
attorney and have him advise as to his 
rights and as to his obligations. 
In regard to mortgages on real es­ 
tate and personal property, hi*.absence 
Is no legal excuse for failure to make 
payments as specified In the, mortgage 
bond or the mortgage Itself. 
Foreclos­ 
ure may follrvw. 
A lease of his residence Is not ter­ 
minated by the war or the necessities 
of the draft. 
If goods are In storage 
the warehousesnan has a lien and may 
sell them to satisfy a bill. A power of 
attorney, undertseal and acknowledged 
before a notary, is a safeguard for tile 
interests of the* soldier. 
Entering the service does not excuse 
him from payirrg bls premiums nu life 
Insurance, and failure to do so may 
cause the policy to lapse. The benefi­ 
ciary will suffer. 
He should arrange with some one to 
pay the premiums as they are due. The 
"war cause" in the policy—some have 
it—provides for payment at long inter­ 
vals and that Insurance Is not to be 
pnld lf the Insured meets his death in 
active military or naval service within 
a certain |n»riod after the issuing of 
the policy.

Chicago.—Reports Just complied for 
fhe railroads' war board indicate that 
Hie traveling public In general and the 
chippers in particular are giving the 
finest kind of co-operation to the rail­ 
roads in handling the increased traffic 
that the war bas produced. 
What

co-operation 
means 
may 
be 
gleaned from these facts: 
Since May I the railroads, aided by 
the loyalty and understanding of the 
public, have been able to reduce their 
passenger service by approximately 
25,000,000 miles, 
This bas released 
thousands of train crews and locomo­ 
tive* for use in the freight service and 
cleared thousands of miles of track, 
thereby facilitating the movement of 
•oil, food products and supplies Deed­ 
'd by the government. 
In addition to the foregoing saving j 
of equipment and traekage, the ship- I 
per**, big and small, have rallied so 1 
splendidly to the slogan. 
"Make one I 
car do tile work of two” that a saving 
of close to half a million freight ears ' 
has been accomplished. 
This saving j 
of freight ears bas enabled the rail­ 
roads to move approximately 25 per j 
cent more freight since war was de­ 
clared than during the same period 
last year. 


Intensive Loading Helps. 
Intensive loading and a general In* ! 
crease in the size of the "trade units" 
used by the various industries ba* ren­ 
dered possible the saving of car apace. 
Cotton, for I list a nee. which was for­ 
merly moved In units of fifty bales, now 
moves only in units of 65 and 75. 
As 
there are 18,000.000 bale* to be moved I 
by rail each season, the increase in 
ihe trade unit In this one commodity ; 
alone has produced a saving of any- j 
where from 83,000 to 125.000 cars. 
Sugar, on which the carload minimum | 
from the South was formerly only 24.- j 
OOO pounds per car. now moves only on 
a 00.000-|M»und carload minimum. The i 
producers of manufactured food prod- j 
ucte, especially the canners, have also 
come to a realization of the value of 
intensive loading and are now loading j 
virtually ail of their ears to capacity. ! 
Coal, which has been loaded beyond ' 
capacity on most lines since the be- ! 
ginning of the war, Is also moving free- j 
ly now, although labor troubles in some j 
parts of the country Is tending to coon- • 
teract the efforts of the railroads to 
meet the abnormal demand for fuel. 
During the past month the supply of 
cars on the "lake cool" lines bas been 
increased 25 per cent and there has 
been some Increase In the movement I 
of bituminous cool to the lake ports, 
but It has not been proportionate to 
the increased supply o f o r t s , as labor ' 
trouble has tended to decrease tile 
mine production. 
Renewed Efforts Necessary. 
Although excellent result* have been 
achieved to date through the co-opera* J 
lion of the shippers, the traveling pub­ 
lic and the railroads. It will be neces­ 
sary for all concerned to exert re­ 
newed efforts, as the abnormal de­ 
mands upon the railroads In the move­ 
ment of both tr«H>ps and supplies is 
couchantly increasing, while the secur­ 
ing of new equipment is virtually im­ 
possible. 
From now on 2,000 cars a 
day will be required by the govern­ 
ment to move food and supplies to the 
men In training at the National army, 
National Guard and other encamp­ 
ments, while the demand of the allies 
for cars to carry export goods to the 
seaports will be practically doubled. 
All of this additional traffic must be I 
moved by the railroads, although they 
have only 3 per cent more equipment 
than they had at this time last year.

“Have you ever boon hurled alive? 
No? 
Well, it Isnt ai pleasant expert- j 
enee. 
It is only by the merest lurk , 
that I am able to tell you what it 
feel* like.” 
Lieutenant ------, the British avia­ 
tor, was talking. 
The experience he 
related was one he had while he was! 
still in the infantry. 
“We were ruttier hard-pressed up 
in the first line, and it wa* decided 
that some one must carry a message 
through the communicating trenches 
to headquarters. 
All the officer* vol­ 
unteered for the service. 
Four of u* 
were chosen by lot. The Bodies were 
shelling the coiuiiiunieatiug trenches 
with a hellish fire, so it looked like 
dangerous business. 
Tile four of us 
were to take different routes through 
the trenches on the chance that one 
of us would get through; the others— 
well, good luck to them. 
Take Different Routes. 
“Two of us were to go to a certain 
polut,

T h ic k ’ Dalrymple, u boy from To­ 
ronto, went with me. 
Ile waved to 
me as we separated. 
“I started off, crouehiug low iii the 
trench. 
Before I had gone very far 
there was a flash. Then I didn’t kuow 
anything for a while. 
Dairy tuple got 
to headquarters; so did one of the 
other men. 
They saw that I Wuk 
missing aud thought probably I had 
got it on the way. 
“Dalrymple was ordered to take a 
company of men up through the trench 
through which I had passed for the 
relief of ihe men holding the front 
line. 
All tile way he kept a sharp eye 
out for me.
